WHY THE MANITOBA ELECTION 
~ LISTS MUST |BE'WELL PURGED 


Sorne Strijcing Mlustrations of the Manipulation of Registration of V 


by the Roblin Government Which Justify the Federal Authorities 


in Intervening. 


Ottawa Free Presa—The population 
no! Manitoba is so evenly divided 
politically that it is necessary that 
the voters’ lists should be as correct 
as it is possible to make them. = In 
the provincial elections of 1907 the 
Conservatives polled only 1,600 votes 
more than the Liberals. Yet so well 
directed were the efforts, of the Con- 
servative organizers that this smalt 
total majority gave them 27 seats, 
while the Libornts obtained only 13. 
The total Conservative vote was 69.5 
per cent. of the total vote cast. 


It will be seen from thfs statement 
that only a small amount of manipu- 
lation, carried ott with judgment, 
might defeat all the Liberal candi- 
date in Manitoba at the next general 
Dominion elections. The Liberal ma- 
ority in Provencher is only 10; and 
{ the preparation of the lists for Do- 
minion purposés was allowed to re- 
main in the hands of the previncial 
government thereg would, be an almost 
sistible, temptation so to influence 
compilation ds to upset the 
chances of the Liberals of retaining 
that seat. 

The Conservative majority in Mar- 
quette is only 75; and the provincial 
government would feel an: irresistible 
temptation to help Dr. Roche to en- 
trench $higiself) behind a few more 
stout and reliable Tories, whose right 
to vote, even as Tories, might be 
questionable, but whose right to vote, 
if they were Liberals, would not be 
upheld for one moment 

Personal Registration, 

The basis of the Manitoba lists is 
personal registration, In the eastern 
provinces the municipal assessment 
roll is the basis of the lists, and no 
one has ever suggested that, because 
a man is either a Liberal or Conserva. 
tive, he is likely to be either wrongly 
put on or wrongly omitted from such 
a roll. But, with personal registra- 
tion—which does not catty with it any 
monetary obligation, such as ensures 
the independence of lists prepared 
from an assessment roll—political 
paritzanship does invariably creep in; 
and it can only be rectified by the 
most ample, thorough and complete 
revisions No fair-minded man_ will 
admit, however, that the revision in 
Manitoba has either been efficierit or 
complete, Even with sufficient time 
and with due regard to the conveni- 
ence of -the Roblin administration, 
been given, the task is a very diffi- 
eult one; because of the constant 
changes in population, whieh the pro. 
vince undergoes from year to year, 

Manitoba is, it should be borne in 
mind, the “first stop’ in the West. 
People from Eastern) Canada, Great 
Britain and Burope, yiten stay there 
several years before finally settling 
further west; and vin recent years 
many old settlers, who pioneered the 
province, have taken advantage — ot 
the appreciation of the value of their 
farms, through the influa of rettlers 
and the demand for improved land, 
and sold out to take up cheaper land 
in Saskatchewan or Alberta. Many 
of the names of such people, who have 
moved out, still remain on the lists; 
and ofier cpportunities for . persona- 
tion and frand. 

In 1906, 8. J. Jackson, Liberal 
M.?. for Selkirk, made strenuous 
efforts to have the lists of his own 
constittiency “cleaned up’; and it 
cost toget 547 names Struck off and 
465 added no less than $3,000.) On 
the Portage la Prairie lists, there are 
600 “deadwood” Liberals, all of whom 
ought to be expunged; and, as further 
evidence of the inefficiency of the re- 
vision, it is only necessary to repeat 
the statement of W. L. Schaffner, Con- 
servative member for Souris, that 
in 1907 only 56 names were struck off 
th. Winnipeg lists. 

Winnipeg undergoes more changes 
in her population in a year than any 
other city in the Dominion Former 
Winnipeggers are found in California, 
Vancouver, Regina, Kdmon- 
ton, Calgary and wherever there is any 
enterprise afoot; and yet only 56 were 
struck off the lists in 190% when the 
movement/of people was, perhaps, 
greater than it had been in any pre- 
vious year. No better proof ‘of the 
necessity of “thoroughly” purging the 
lista can be cited; and the Dominion 
government would be remiss if it did 
not undertake the task But, in\do- 
ine so, it will have to show that it is 
willing and able to aveid the faults 
of the provincial administration or 
there will still be dissatisfaction. 
There is necessity for the strongest de- 
termination to excel; for the task +s 
no light one. 

Partizan Registration. 

The executive of the frovineial gov- 
ernment appoints the registration 
clerks, anda necessary qualification 
for appointment’ is fidelity to the Con. 
Servative party. The registration 
clerks make up the lists; and, wher- 
ever favor can be shown to the Con- 
servative party, it shown. — This 
goes so far as putting Conservatives 
on the lists, withoud exacting,.as in 
the case of manifest Liberals, their 
personal attendance, 

The provincial government expects 
ita registration clerks to act partizan: 
ly. The law, as originally conceived 
amd cnacted, provided for an indenen- 
dent preparation of the voters’ — Ijsts, 
It placed the whele work under” the 
difection of the board of revision

Inadequate Revision. 
The Conservative bias, given to the 
preliminary lists, might be corrected 
with full and complete revision each 
year, but the sittings of the revision 
courts are limited both as te time and 
place and they may not sit at any 
time or place other than appointed, 
one for each provincial constituency ;

In 1908 an instance occurred which 
tested the law on the point as to the 
limitation of time and place. 
vising officer was sitting at Beause-

quence of the distance and the lack of 
means of transport, were not able to 
come to Beatisejonr. The revising 
Officer adjourned his court to Lac du 
Bonnet and enrolled 38 voters. The 
lists were printed with these names on 
them: but, when election day arriv- 
éd, the lista sent for use at the local 
polling division had these 38 names 
torn out, and the men were refused 
the franchise, » The Attorney General's 
defence was that they should never 
have been on the lists, beehuse they 
were registered after the time fixed for 
registration. 
Appeals Are Difficult. 

The inkdequacy of the time for re- 
vision is self-evident. The hearing of 
applications to be put on is as much 
as a revising officer can do properly; 
and, consequently, only a fraétion of 
the appeals to strike” off are ever 
heard. Hundreds-of such  appéals 
are made, and the only resort is “to 
come to an arrangement with the Con- 
servative agent, which, in Manitoba, 
means, of course, that the Liberal 
agent has to give his apponent some 
advantage and be satisfied with a 
great deal less than justice. 

Without such an amicable arrange- 
ment, it is practically inypossible to 
do anything in the way of ‘“‘eleaning 
up” the lists; and, if the Conservative 
agent is not inclined to come to sueh 
an agreement, then hundreds of un- 
qualified voters remain on the lista. 
\t the 1907 revision in the provincial 
constituency of Beautiful Plains, an 
agreement was made whereby 319 
names were struck off and 184 added 
jut there were 106 more Conservative 
names that should have been struck 
off, but the representative of the 
Conservative party would not agree to 
their being expunged. If the Liberal 
agent had relied upon the interven- 
tion Of the judge, he would not have 
been able to get ten names struck off, 
So, it will be seen, that at the re- 
vistration, the Liperals are at the 
merey of a partizan clerk and at the 
revision they are at the merey of the 
Conservative organizer, 

Insufficiency of Address. 

Time is not the only obstacle to sue- 
cesstul appeal, An insufficient ad- 
dress, opposite the name of the voter, 
whose right to be on the list is in 
question, often prevents the appellant 
from succeeding. A person, whose 
right to vote is being appealed against, 
has to be notified oi sueh appeal three 
days betere the appeal comes on; and 
if he makes no answer to the appeal, 
as will be the ease if he is out of the 
province or ha® not the right to vote, 
the revising officer has to be satisfied, 
before expunging his name, that notice 
has been served, by registered letter, 
through the post office, nearest to the 
place where, according to the old lists, 
he was supposed to be living. lf 
there is no post office address, which 
is frequentiy the case, it is very diffi- 
eult—in fact in many cases impossible 
to serve What can be termed a legal 
notice; and, in such an event, the re- 


vising, officer refuses to remove — the 
name from the list—no matter how 
strong may be the evidence that the 
person has not the right to vote. The 


seriousness of this obstacle to success. 
ful appeal will be realized when it is 
stated that out of the 2,194 names on 
the ‘lists for the provincial constitu- 
‘ney of Mountain, no less than 1,459 
have no post office address opposite; 
so that, if every name on the list were 
appealed against, two out of every 
three cases could not be heard, — be- 
cause Of this insufficiency of address.

Minneapolis, June 15.—The rule 
making No, 2 Northern wheat deliv- 
efable on contract became effective to- 
day, with a confusion of tongues and 
deafening babble in the wheat _ pit. 
With the three futures current, July, 
Sept. and Dec., and instructions to 
buy or sell in these varying options 
coming in with no regard to order, 
and with prices ranging 89 cents to 
$1.06 and every option rising or tall- 
ing momentarily, a pit man with a 
fist full of orders needs a cool head 
in the ordinary detail of his calling, 
But towlay there was new July and 
old July, new September and old Sep- 
tember, new December and old De- 
cember, and it Was a tanglefoot pro- 
position, 

In the mix-up early quotations of 
$1.04 344 for old July erroneously got 
out, and were telegraphed all around 
the United States, while old July 
early in business did not really «ell 
below $1.05 5 8. Nobody was to blame, 
It was unavoidable. Over Sunday 
60,000 bushels of wheat was loaded 
out of the Minneapolis elevators, leav- 
ing only 2,900,000 busnels of the old 
crop of wheat here, the smallest ever 
known on & like date, and almost a 
inimine suggesting proposition,

no one cares particularly, Should 
anything adverse come up, there 
might bea gush to buy.
